taken possessiun of the office.”

THE FRENCH CRISIS ENDED FOR 


Speech by Hoa. G. W. Jchian—The 


ss far toward checking the spirit 
en ering the contemplated mis. 
chief. To this end every possibility 
of the tuture pondered over by the 
most thoughtful men in the party was 
carefully weighed under every likely 
ency. The work to which the 
assem biage ally devoted itself, 
however, was the drawing up of an ad 
dress for the nationa! committee by 
Mr. Hewitt, reminaing the American 
p-ople that as the resuit of the recent 
eleciiou Tilden and Hendricks received 
185 votes, and Hayes and Wheeler 184; 
but the address goes on to say that one 
of the 185 cast tor Tilden and Hen- 
dricks wus cast by an Oregon elector iu 
accordaace with the laws of his state, 
whose selection eame about through the 
ineligibility of a Hayes elector. This 
one vote, the efvre,ix pot claimed as the 
decision of the resu t, but meve y as a 
compulsory expedivit to t -ce the 
frauds in the southern states upon the’! 
congress when the count is made in 
February. Indved, the statement as to 
Uregon elector is full,frank,and explicit, 
eaving no room for doubt either of the 
thorough approval of Gov. .Gruver's 
action or of the determination to make 
Oregon the lever for moving the fubrie 
of fraud reared by Grant and his con- 
spirators in the southern states. The ad- 
dress goes on to say that testimony so 
abundant and explicit that no one can 
doubt will be presented to the country, 
showing the hideous and shameless’ 
frauds by which the votes in the three 
southern states were diverted from 
Tilden to Hayes, and that every re- 
source known to the law will be ex- 
hausted in reversing the fraud, and in 
the event of the failure of constitutional 
measures, the solution wil: be submit- 
ted toa more formidable arbiter. This 
is the vital part of the document drawn 
ap by Hewitt, but not wholly com pleted 
at this writing. There was considera- 
ble discussion at Tilden’s house as to 
the propriety of embodying the address 
a: an expression from congress, or let it 
go forth as the pronunciamento of the 
national committee. The bulk of sen- 
timent is opposed to identifying con- 
gress with any expression before its 
formal action on the reports of the 
southern committees It argues that 
such expression would be indecorous, 
and break the weicht of the body when 
it pronounces judgment in the case. 
insily, after a full interchange 
of views, 1t was decided to refer 
the matter to Messrs. Hewitt 
and Tilden todo as seemed best, but 
the indications are that it will go forth 
simply as the expression of the nation- 
al committee, approved by the con- 
trolling minds of the party in and out 
of congress. It will require time to 
devel_p the plan of action outlined to- 
day, but that it will be vigorous, deci- 
sive, and conclusive there is every in- 
dication. Among other projects laid 
befere the president elect for the 
peaceful adjustment of the difficuity 
was the appointment of three nou par- 
tisan, non-political commissions of em- 
in+ nt public men upon whose integrity 
and impartiality the whole country 
would implicitly rely, to go south and 
investigate the frauds, and report tor 
the guidance of congress. This plan 
finds many advocates, and is warm! 
pressed by Geo. Ewing, of Ohio. It 
meets many vehement objections upon 
the part of congressmen who distrust 
any republican or se-called non-parti- 
san in the emergency. Meanwhilethe 
conspirators are not unconcerned spec- 
tators of the preparations of the friends 
of the new president.

He 
said there was no rule obliging the 
senate to go over to the house for one 
very plain reason, namely, that there 
are no joint or concurrent rules be- 
tween |the two houses of congress. It 
had been merely as a matter of ac- 
commodation from Adams’ time down 
that the senate had hitherto gone over 
to the heuse because its chamber was 
larger. According to the constitution, 
the presiding officer of the senate will, 
in the presence of the two houses, 
count the votes on the day set apart for 
doing so. The pre ident of the senate 
will probably give notice to the house 
at the proper time that he is about to 
proc to the performance of his duty 
uuder the constitution, snd the house, 
so notified, will be invited to be pres- 
ent, as contemplated by it.

POSTMASTERIAL, 

The radieals are perplexed by the 
precedents which have been unearthed 
relative to the postmaster ineligibility 
question. The whole matter was up in 
1337, when New Hampshire, North 
Carolina and Connecticut had each a 
postmaster in their electoral colleges. 
New Hampshire’s -college also con- 
tained wu pensioz agent. Congress 
took the matter in hand; and a joint 
committee was appointed. Felix 
Grundy, Henry Clay and Silas Wright 
represented the senate. Francis 
Thomas, of- Maryland, was at the head 
of the representatives. Their report 
was adopted by both the house and the 
senate; and as it is applicable to the 
cases that have lately arisen, especially. 
in Verment-and Oregon, we.give. its 
chief conelusion in full: 

The com nittee are Of opinion that the seeond 
section of theeccond article of the constitution, 
which declares that “uo senator or representa- 
tive, or person holding an office of trust or profi 
under the United States, shal! be appointed an 
elector,’’ cuzht to be carried in its whole spiii' 
into rigid ¢xeeution, ia order to prevent officers 
of the general government from bringing t: ei 
Official power to inffmence the elections of presi- 
dentand vice president of the United States 
This provisien of the coastitution, it is believed, 
excludesand disqualifies deputy pestmaster: 
from the appoiatment as electors ; and ihe dis 
qualification relates to the tmeof he appoint 
meutes, and a resigaation of the office of deputy 
postmaster after bis appointment as electo 
would not entitle him to vote as elector under 
the constitution.

A bill ‘providing for the payment of the 
amount due contractors for carrying the United 
States mails in southern states at the beginning 
of the civil war, and which has not been paid 
in cousequence of such contractors being una- 
ble to take the oath required by law. 

A bill to transfer the eon‘juct of Indian af- 
faira from the interior department to the war 
department. 

A bill t apply the proceeds ef sales of public 
lands to the education of the people. 

A bill to provide for the election of « territo- 
rial governor, secretary, treasurer, auditor, and 
superintendent of schools in the several terri- 
tories of the United States.

It was Escobedo whio met 
the emperor Maximilian at Q .eretaro 
in 1867, defeated him, court-martialed 
him and sentenced him to death, It was 
Lerdo who pronounced the intercession 
of this government in behalf of the 
i'l-fated ruler an act of imvpertinence. 
They have met a fate that they would 
uot avert, and the world at large will 
not waste many tears over their 
graves. 


Diaz has slain his rival, Escobedo, 
but he has by no means 
conquered the whole country. 
Inglesias controlled at the latest ac- 
counts northern and eastern Mexico, 
and a struggle for supremacy will 
doubtlessensue. This will call the cat- 
tle theives to the interior, and thus the 
Texan border will get a rest that Grant 
has persistently refused to conguer. 
The latter has other uses for the 
army; and the Texans -will rejoice 
over a temporary relief, even at the 
expense of a civil struggle in a sister 
republic.
